Anong wire-works, the most important, Drahtzieheral Ecrund 
Schwartzkopf in Brotterode (H95) and Kaltwalzwexk Jung & Dittmar 
in Bad Salzungen (1174), depend upon importation of rolled wire 
and strip tron from Vestern Germany. Since the amount is 
insufficient, only a fraction of the wire production capacity is 
in use. 


The only plant in the Russian Zone producing Lard metal is Hart- 
wmetallwerk Miederschmalkalden (errawerk) (HO4), which, on a 
production schedule of forty-two tons in 1946, completed thirty- 
seven tons. A branch enterprise is to he established during 1947 
in the dismantled buildings of the firm Setundle & Go. in IrmeLborn 
(H74)3 through its operations, the 1947 production is supposed 

to increase to ninety-seven tons. 
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
